The dispatches are burdened eyery day 
of descriptions of the Bolshevik devils 
being rounded up, but none of them ever 
appear to get punished or deported. 
Why? 

Again yesterday the dispatches tell of 
their murdering a number of our Ameri- 
can Legion soldier boys, up near Seattle. 
Why is not that Seattle nest of anarchy 
cleaned up? 

Tuesday the dispatches told of hun- 
dreds of them being rounded up in Chi- 
cago, and tons of literature being cap- 
tured—literature as seditious as anything 
ever hatched in the brain of man; liter- 
ature absolutely demanding and en- 
couraging the overthrow of the United 
States government!
